BOSTON (AP) — Voters 
chose a successor to the late 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy on 
Tuesday in a down-to-the- 
wire election that became 
a referendum on President 
Barack Obama’s sweeping 
health care overhaul and his 
first year in office. 

A loss — or even a narrow 
victory — by once-favored 
Democrat Martha Coakley to 
insurgent Republican Scott 
Brown in this Democratic 
stronghold could signal big 
political problems for the 
president’s party this fall when 
House of Representatives, 
Senate and gubernatorial 
candidates are on the ballot 
nationwide.

U.S., UN send more 
troops to help in Haiti

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti (AP) — U.S. troops landed on the 
lawn of Haiti’s shattered presidential palace to the cheers of 
quake victims on Tuesday, and the U.N. said it would throw 
more police and soldiers into the sluggish global effort to aid 
the devastated country. 

The U.N. forces are aimed at quelling the outbursts of violence 
that have slowed distribution of supplies, leaving many Haitians 
still without help a week after the magnitude-7.0 quake killed 
an estimated 200,000 people. 

Looters were rampaging through part of downtown Port-au- 
Prince even as the Security Council voted to add 2,000 troops to 
the 7,000 military peacekeepers already in the country as well 
as 1,500 more police to the 2,100-strong international force. 
Haitians jammed the fence of the palace grounds to gawk and

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U.S.: differences with 
Japan won’t hurt alliance

WASHINGTON (AP) 
— A senior U.S. diplomat 
on Tuesday played down 
differences between the 
United States and Japan 
over the relocation of a 
Marine airfield, saying the 
U.S.-Japan alliance will 
remain strong. 

Speaking on the 50th 
anniversary of the signing 
of a U.S.-Japanese security 
pact, Assistant Secretary of 
State Kurt Campbell told 
reporters that current tension 
between the countries is 
nothing compared to the 
Japanese anger over the 
1995 rape of a 12-year-old 
girl by two Marines and a 
U.S. sailor. 


“It’s important not to over¬ 
blow these challenges that 
we face,” Campbell said. 
“Our alliance is bigger than 
any one or two issues.” 

The anniversary comes 
as the new government of 
Japanese Prime Minister 
Yukio Hatoyama balks at a 
2006 agreement struck with 
the Bush administration to 
relocate the U.S. Marine 
airfield at Futenma to a less 
crowded part of the southern 
island of Okinawa. Some 
Japanese Cabinet members 
say they want it moved off 
Japanese territory entirely, 
a sentiment shared by many 
local residents. 

President Barack Obama 
said Tuesday in a statement 
on the anniversary that 


“America’s commitment 
to Japan’s security is 
unshakable, and our 
cooperationtomeetcommon 
challenges is a critical part 
of our engagement with the 
world.” 

About 47,000 U.S. troops 
are stationed in Japan under 
the security pact. More than 
half are in Okinawa, where 
local residents have long 
complained about noise, 
pollution and crime around 
the bases. 

Campbell, who will travel in 
early February to Japan and 
South Korea for talks, said 
it is natural for Japan’s new 
government to ask detailed 
questions when coming into 
power. 

In response, the Obama

administration is trying to 
strike a balance.

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Mystery visitor to Edgar Allen Poe’s grave is a no-show

BALTIMORE (AP) — It is 
what Edgar Allan Poe might 
have called “a mystery all 
insoluble”: Every year for the 
past six decades, a shadowy 
visitor would leave roses and a 
half-empty bottle of cognac on 
Poe’s grave on the anniversary 
of the writer’s birth. This year, 
no one showed. 

Did the mysterious “Poe 
toaster” meet his own mortal 
end? Did some kind of ghastly 
misfortune befall him? Will 
he be heard from nevermore? 
“I’m confused, befuddled,” 
said Jeff Jerome, curator of 
the Poe House and Museum. 
“I don’t know what’s going 
on.” 

The visitor’s absence this year 
only deepened the mystery 
over his identity. One name 
mentioned as a possibility 
was that of a Baltimore poet 
and known prankster who 
died in his 60s last week. But 
there is little or no evidence to 
suggest he was the man. 

Poe was the American literary 
master of the macabre, 
known for poems such as 
“The Raven” and grisly short 
stories like “The Tell-Tale 
Heart,” 6 ’The Fall of the 
House of Usher” and “The Pit 
and the Pendulum.” He is also 
credited with writing the first 
modern detective story, “The 
Murders in the Rue Morgue.” 
He died in 1849 in Baltimore 
at age 40 after collapsing in a 
tavern. 

In the history of the Poe 
toaster, little is certain. 

The annual tribute began 
in 1949 — unless it started 
earlier, or later. The first 
printed reference to the tribute 
can be found that year in The 
Evening Sun of Baltimore. 
The newspaper mentioned “an 
anonymous citizen who creeps 
in annually to place an empty 
bottle (of excellent label)” 
against the gravestone. 

Every year since 1978, Jerome 
has staked out the grave at 
the Westminster Hall and 
Burying Ground. Year after 
year, he said, he and various 
friends and Poe enthusiasts 
would watch from inside 
the Presbyterian church as a 
figure dressed in black, with a 
wide-brimmed hat and a white

the church to announce that 
the toaster had not arrived. 

As the longtime guardian of 
Poe’s legacy in Baltimore 
and the occupant of a prime 
viewing spot, Jerome has often 
had to respond to skeptics 
who believe he knows the Poe 
toaster’s true identity — or is 
the toaster himself. 

“If I was doing it, that is fraud, 
pure and simple. I could lose 
my job,” Jerome said. 

Jerome said the only thing 
he has kept secret is a signal 
— a gesture the toaster has 
predictably made each year at 
the grave — that even now he 
is not willing to reveal. 

As for why the visitor didn’t 
show this year, “you’ve 
got so many possibilities,” 
Jerome said. “The guy had 
the flu, accident, too many 
people.’Q 


scarf, would leave three roses 
and cognac and steal away. 
There is an alternative tale of 
the toaster’s origins, one that 
Jerome vehemently disputes. 
Sam Porpora, the former 
historian at Westminster 
Hall, claimed in 2007 that he 
was the original Poe toaster, 
saying he came up with the 
idea in the late 1960s as a 
publicity stunt. But the details 
of Porpora’s story seemed 
to change with each telling, 
and he acknowledged that 
someone had since made the 
tradition his own. 

In 1993, the visitor began 
leaving notes, starting with 
one that read: “The torch will 
be passed.” A note in 1998 
indicated the originator of the 
tradition had died and passed 
it on to his two sons. 

In 2001, as the Baltimore 
Ravens — named in honor of 
the bird in Poe’s most famous 
poem — were preparing to 
face the New York Giants in 
the Super Bowl, the toaster left 
a note that praised the Giants 
and said the Ravens would 
suffer “a thousand injuries.” 
Then in 2004, amid tense 
relations between the United 
States and France over the 
invasion of Iraq, a note said 
Poe’s grave was “no place for 
French cognac” and that the 
liquor was being left “with 
great reluctance.” 

Beyond Porpora, no one ever 
stepped forward to take credit 


for the tradition. But one 
name emerged Tuesday as 
a possible candidate: David 
Franks, a Baltimore poet and 
performance artist who died 
last week. 

Franks was a Poe aficionado 
and an outrageous prankster 
who dressed with a “19th- 
century literary flair,” said 
Rafael Alvarez, a friend of 
Franks and president of the 
Edgar Allan Poe Society of 
Baltimore. 

Franks once photocopied 
his private parts on a copy 
machine at a federal Social 
Security office and put the 
images on display. Decades 
ago, he posed as a disabled 
poet in a wheelchair, solicited 
donations from the crowd, 
then thanked everyone and got 
up and walked away. 

Jerome said he doubts Franks 
was the toaster: “I looked 
at some images of him, and 
he doesn’t look at all like 
the person we’ve seen over 
the years.” Alvarez also said 
Franks wasn’t a sports fan, 
and “his politics were more 
French than American.” 

The toaster’s annual 
appearance has become a 
pilgrimage for Poe fans, some 
of whom travel hundreds of 
miles (kilometers). About 
three dozen stood huddled in 
blankets during the overnight 
cold Tuesday, hoping to catch 
a glimpse. At 5:30 a.m. local

and Brown gave a fitting 
turnout despite intermittent 
snow and rain statewide. 
Boston reported twice the 
primary turnout among early 
voters. 

Secretary of State William 
Galvin, who discounted 
sporadic reports of voter 
irregularities throughout 
the day, predicted turnout 
ranging from 1.6 million to 
2.2 million, 40 percent to 55 
percent of registered voters. 
The Dec. 8 primary had a 
scant turnout of about 20 
percent. 

National issues including 


health care and the federal 
budget deficits were on 
voters’ minds. 

“We don’t want health care 
just for the rich and the 
middle class. We need it for 
everyone,” said Democrat 
Neicei Degan, 82, who 
voted for Coakley in hopes 
of saving Obama’s plan that 
would extend coverage to 
millions of uninsured. 

Fears about spending drove 
Karla Bunch, 49, to vote for 
Brown. “It’s time for the 
country, for the taxpayers, to 
take back their money,” she 
said. As polls opened, Brown 


drove up to his polling place 
in the green pickup truck 
that came to symbolize 
his upstart, workmanlike 
campaign that in the past 
week pulled him into a 
surprise dead heat in polls. 
Coakley, stunned to see a 
double-digit lead evaporate 
in recent weeks, counted on 
labor unions and reawakened 
Democrats to turn out on her 
behalf and preserve a seat 
Kennedy and his brother, 
President John F. Kennedy, 
held for over 50 years. The 
senator died in August of 
brain cancer. 

With the stakes so high, 
Obama campaigned for 
Coakley in Boston over the 
weekend and also appeared 
in television ads on her 
behalf. “Every vote matters, 
every voice matters,” Obama 
said in the ad.

In Washington, senior

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San Diego mayor: Bias drowe his gay marriage stand

SAN FRANCISCO - The 
mayor of San Diego testified 
Tuesday that he regretted 
opposing same-sex marriage 
before learning his daughter 
was a lesbian in a committed 
relationship. 

Mayor Jerry Sanders said 
his change of heart was a 
defining personal moment. 

“I had been prejudiced,” 
he said during a civil trial 
on the constitutionality of 
California’s ban on gay 
marriage. “I was saying 
one group of people did not 
deserve the same respect, 
did not deserve the same 
symbolism of marriage, and 
I was saying their marriages 
were less important than 
those of heterosexuals.” 
Sanders, a Republican, took 
the witness stand on behalf 
of two same-sex couples 
suing to overturn Proposition 
8, the state’s voter-approved 
ban. 

Sanders recounted his last- 
minute decision in 2008 
to sign a City Council 
resolution backing efforts to 
legalize same-sex marriage. 
The decision contradicted 
his public pledge to veto the 
resolution. 

He was shown a videotape of 
the news conference where 
he broke down in tears while 
announcing the reasons for 
changing his mind. 

San Francisco City Attorney 
Dennis Herrera, who 
questioned Sanders, asked 
why he was so emotional on 
the video. 

“I came very close to 
showing the prejudice I 
obviously had toward my 
daughter to my staff and to 
the people of San Diego,” 


said Sanders, who choked up 
again recalling the episode. 
Sanders now believes it’s in 
the interest of government 
to support same-sex 
marriage. A former police 
chief, he cited examples of 
hate crimes against gays 
and of police officers being 
afraid to acknowledge they 
are gay. “If government 
tolerates discrimination 
against anyone, it is very 
easy for citizens to do the 
same thing,” he said. 

Brian Raum, a lawyer for 
Proposition 8 sponsors, 
cross-examined the mayor 
about his past support for 
civil unions as an alternative 
to marriage. 

Throughout the trial, backers 
of the ban have tried to show 
the ballot measure was not 
motivated by deep-seated 
bias toward gays. Such 
“animus” would make itmore 
difficult for the measure to 
pass constitutional muster. 
“You don’t believe that you 
communicated hatred to the 
gay and lesbian community, 
did you?” Raum asked. 

“I feel like my thoughts 
were grounded in prejudice, 
but I don’t feel like I 
communicated hatred,” 
Sanders said. 

Raum also played a 
commercial produced by 
the Proposition 8 campaign 
claiming supporters were 
subjected to vandalism, slurs 
and physical violence during 
the 2008 election. 

“You would agree that it’s 
wrong for people to suffer 
violence as a result of their 
political views, would you 
not?” Raum asked. 

“I would,” Sanders agreed, 
adding he could not verify 
that supporters of the ban 


in San Diego experienced 
widespread harassment or 
if the ad was a campaign 
tactic. 

Other testimony came from a 
University of Massachusetts 
at Amherst economist who 
said prohibiting same-sex 
marriages put gay couples at 
a financial disadvantage and 
would cost California $40 
million over three years in 
tax revenue from weddings 
that could not take place. 
Lee Badgett, who also directs 
research for a gay-related 
think ta nk at the University 
of California, Los Angeles, 
added that research showed 
gay couples preferred 
marriage to taking advantage 
of domestic partnership 
laws. 

“Marriage is an institution 
that is recognized by many 
other people outside the 
couple, so it has that social 
validation,” Badgett said. 
Charles Cooper, another 
lawyer for Proposition 8 
backers, countered that same 
number of couples registered 
as domestic partners in 2009 
as 2008, even though same- 
sex marriage was legal in 
California during a four- 
month window before voters 
approved Proposition 8 in 
2008. 

“Do you believe these 
California same-sex couples 
chose domestic partnership 
over marriage because 
they felt these California 
domestic partnerships were 
second-rate?” Cooper asked 
Badgett. 

“I don’t know that these 
same-sex couples who got 
married also registered 
as domestic partners to 
hedge their bets against the 
election,” Badgett repliecQ

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Army: Family photos not 
basis for porn charge

CHAMPAIGN, Ill. - A child pornography charge and a 
related count filed against an Illinois Army National Guard 
soldier in Afghanistan do not stem from family photos of a 
young relative, a U.S. Army spokesman told The Associated 
Press on Tuesday. 

But Army spokesman Master Sgt. Thomas Clementson 
said in an e-mail that he can’t say what the charges against 
Specialist Billy Miller of Galesburg are based on. 

“In this case however, it was important to set the record 
straight with regards to the photos of the (relative) being 
portrayed as evidence leading to child pornography charges 
in this case. They are not,” Clementson wrote. 

Miller was charged Jan. 5 with possession of child 
pornography and with disobeying an order prohibiting U.S. 
troops in Afghanistan from possessing pornography. 

Miller’s family previously said they believed the charges were 
related to photos they e-mailed him of a 4-year-old relative 
wearing a swimsuit. On Tuesday, they said they still don’t 
believe Miller had child pornography on his computer. 

“The Army has screwed up; the Army does not want to 
admit it,” his mother, Terri Miller, said from her home in 
Galesburg. “I’m not saying there wasn’t adult porn; he’s a 
24-year-old man. I don’t believe that Billy downloaded any 
kiddie porn.” 

Billy Miller declined an interview request through his parents, 
who talk to him regularly through Internet chats. □ 
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Iran relects heart of International nuclear proposal

VIENNA (AP) — Iran has 
told the head of the U.N. 
nuclear agency that it does 
not accept an international 
proposal committing it to 
quickly export most of the 
material it would need to make 
a nuclear warhead, diplomats 
said Tuesday. 

For months, Iranian officials 
have used the media to criticize 
the plan backed by most of the 
world’s major powers and to 
offer alternatives to one of 
its main conditions — that

the Islamic republic ship out 
most of its stock of enriched 
uranium and then wait for up 
to a year for its return in the 
form of fuel rods for its Tehran 
research reactor. 

While critical of such 
statements, the United States 
and its allies noted that Iran 
had yet to respond to the 
International Atomic Agency 
regarding the plan, first drawn 
up in early October in a 
landmark meeting in Geneva 
between Iran and the six world 
powers, and then refined later 
that month in Vienna talks 


among Iran, the U.S., Russia 
and France. 

But Iran now also has told the 
IAEA — which chaired the 
Vienna talks — that it wants 
an alternative to the plan. Its 
version effectively rejects the 
key demand that it agree to a 
tight timetable in shipping out 
most of its enriched uranium 
supply, said the diplomats. 

The talks in Vienna came up 
with a draft proposal that would 
take 70 percent of Iran’s low- 
enriched uranium to reduce 
its stockpile of material that 
could be enriched to a higher 
level, and possibly be used to 
make nuclear weapons. 

That uranium would be 
returned about a year later as 
refined fuel rods, which can 
power reactors but cannot be 
readily turned into weapons- 
grade material. Iran maintains 
its nuclear program is only 
for the peaceful purpose of 
generating energy. 

The Geneva talks grouped the 
U.S., Russia, China, Britain, 
France and Germany around 
the negotiating table with Iran. 
Diplomats from three of those 
big powers said Tuesday that 
Iran’s counterproposal to the 
IAEA was essentially a rehash 
of an already publicly floated 
offer that fell far short of the 
six nations’ expectations. 

In a Jan. 6 meeting with 
IAEA chief Yukiya Amano, 
Ali Asghar Soltanieh, the 
chief Iranian delegate to 
the agency, said his country 
would exchange enriched 
uranium only on domestic 


soil and only simultaneously 
for research reactor fuel, said 
the diplomats, who asked 
for anonymity because their 
information was confidential. 
That would delay any 
exchange for at least a year or 
so — the time needed to make 
the rods for the Tehran reactor. 
And that, in turn would give 
Iran time to increase its 
enriched uranium stockpile 
to a level where it would still 
have enough to make a nuclear 
weapon even if it exported the 
1.2 tons (1,100 kilograms) 
specified in the original draft 
agreement. 

In addition, the Iranian 
counterproposal calls for 
exchanges in several tranches, 
said the diplomats. That, too, 
runs counter to the Western 
wish that Iran ship out most 
of its present accumulation of 
enriched uranium in one batch 
and thereby leave it with not 
enough to make a weapon. 
“I’m not sure that they’ve 
delivered a formal response, 
but it is clearly an inadequate 
response,” U.S. State 
Department spokesman RJ. 
Crowley told reporters in 
Washington. 

Repeated calls to the cell¬ 
phone number of Soltanieh, 
the Iranian chief IAEA 
delegate, were not answered 
Tuesday. 

Around 2,200 pounds of low- 
enriched uranium are needed 
to produce enough weapons- 
grade uranium for a single 
nuclear warhead, according 
to experts. Iran is believed to 


have well over that amount in 
its stockpiles and its thousands 
of centrifuges chum out new 
material by the day. 

Iran points to nuclear deals 
with Western companies and 
governments that were put on 
ice after the Islamic Revolution 
overthrew the previous 
regime three decades ago in 
arguing it cannot tmst that its 
interlocutors will deliver the 
fuel rods if it agrees to export 
most of its enriched uranium 
on good faith. 

It argues that its nuclear 
program is aimed at creating 
a peaceful nuclear energy 
network to serve its growing 
population. The U.S. and 
other nations believe Iran’s 
nuclear program has the goal 
of creating atomic weapons. 
The United States and its 
Western allies have been 
pushing for a fourth round 
of U.N. sanctions. But with 
Russia, and especially China, 
skeptical of any new U.N. 
penalties, they have to tread 
carefully to maintain six 
power unity on how to deal 
with the Islamic Republic. 

A meeting Saturday of senior 
diplomats from the six powers 
focused on possible new 
sanctions but participants said 
it reached no agreement. 

“I don’t think that we bridged 
the different views that the 
United States and others 
and China have about the — 
about the issue of sanctions,” 
Crowley said. “These are 
long-standing concerns, and 
we’ll continue to talk to China 
about them.” 

International concerns include 
Iran’s refusal to heed U.N. 
Security Council demands 
that it freeze its enrichment 
program; fears that it may be 
hiding more nuclear facilities 
after its belated revelations 
that it was building a secret 
fortified enrichment plant, and 
its stonewalling of an IAEA 
probe of alleged programs

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Religious violence erupts 
again in central Nigeria

JOS, Nigeria (AP)—Religious 
violence between Christians 
and Muslims erupted again in 
central Nigeria, and the state 
government called for more 
military units to enter the city 
where rioters have killed at 
least 27 people. 

Security forces issued a 24- 
hour curfew after police 
and soldiers tried to contain 
the violence Tuesday with 
roadblocks and searches 
but apparently failed. An 
Associated Press reporter 
could see smoke rising from 
the north side of Jos and could 
hear the sounds of gunshots 
echoing along the streets. 

The rioting began Sunday after 
Muslim youths set a Catholic 
church ablaze. Witnesses said 
rioters armed with knives, 
homemade firearms and 
stones attacked passers-by and 
fought with security forces, 
leaving bodies in the street and 
stacked in local mosques. 

The Minister of Police Affairs, 


Ibrahim Yakubu Lame, issued 
a statement Tuesday blaming 
the violence on “some highly 
placed individuals in the 
society who were exploiting 
the ignorance and poverty of 
the people to cause mayhem 
in the name of religion.” 

Jos, the capital of Plateau State, 
has a history of community 
violence that has made 
elections difficult to organize. 
Rioting in September 2001 
killed more than 1,000 people 
and Muslim-Christian battles 
killed up to 700 people in 
2004. More than 300 residents 
died during a similar uprising 
in 2008. 

The city is situated in Nigeria’s 
“middle belt,” where dozens of 
ethnic groups mingle in a band 
of fertile and hotly contested 
land separating the Muslim 
north from the predominantly 
Christian south. 

While religious violence 
does happen in Nigeria, it 
normally has its roots in local 
issues, rather than influence 
from international extremist 


groups. 

Sani Mudi, a spokesman for 
the local imam, said there were 
about two hours of fighting on 
Tuesday morning. 

“We could hear gunshots all 
over the area,” said Mudi, who 
said he saw police moving 
about the area with soldiers 
from where he was hiding 
inside his home. 

Mohammed Larema, a local 
police spokesman, said that 
security forces had brought the 
fighting to a halt and that the 
situation was under control. 
However, the state government 
called for additional military 
units to enter the city. A major 
general for a Nigerian armored 
division toured part of Jos on 
Tuesday to see what would be 
needed. 

“The situation is bad and the 
federal government is yet to 
deploy the troops requested,” 
said Gregory Yenlong, a state 
spokesman. 

Mudi, the spokesman for the 
local imam, has said 22 people 
died Sunday and more than

“We are happy that they are 
coming, because we have so 
many problems,” said Fede 
Felissaint, a hairdresser. 

Given the circumstances, he 
did not even mind the troops 
taking up positions at the 
presidential palace. “If they 
want, they can stay longer than 
in 1915,” he said, a reference 
to the start of a 19-year U.S. 
military presence in Haiti — 
something U.S. officials have 
repeatedly insisted they have 
no intention of repeating. 

A full week after the quake, 
the capital’s port remains 
blocked and too much aid 
must flow through the city’s 
lone, small airport. Tens of 
thousands of people sleep in 
the streets or under plastic 
sheets in makeshift camps. 
Relief workers say they fear 
visiting some parts of the city. 
Just four blocks from U.S. 
troop landing at the palace, 
hundreds of looters fought 
over bolts of cloth and other 
goods with broken bottles and 
clubs. 

“That is how it is. There is 
nothing we can do,” said 
Haitian police officer Arina 
Bence, who was trying to keep 
civilians out of the looting 
zone for their own safety. 


Police Chief Mario Andersol 
said he can muster only 2,000 
officers in the capital, down 
from 4,500 before the quake, 
and they “are not trained to deal 
with this kind of situation.” 
European Commission 

analysts estimate the quake 
injured 250,000 and made 1.5 
million homeless, and many 
are exasperated by the delays 
in getting aid. 

“I simply don’t understand 
what is taking the foreigners so 
long,” said Raymond Saintfort, 
a pharmacist who brought 
two suitcases of aspirin and 
antiseptics to survivors in the 
ruins of a nursing home. 

Aid workers have distributed 
more than 250,000 daily 
food rations, with about half 
coming from the U.S. military, 
according to the World Food 
Program. But that is still far 
short of the need, and the U.N. 
agency managed to feed only 
half the 100,000 people it 
planned to reach on Monday. 
It said security forces were 
not available to escort its 
trucks and some military staff 
were injured while retrieving 
food from a badly damaged 
warehouse. 

U.S. military efforts to speed 
aid through Port-au-Prince’s 
airport appeared to be paying 
off after days of complaints 


by frustrated aid agencies: 
Air Force Gen. Douglas 
Fraser, head of U.S. Southern 
Command, the airport that 
handled just 30 fights a day 
before it was damaged in the 
quake is now handling 180 a 
day. 

“We’re doing everything in 
our power to speed aid to Haiti 
as fast as humanly possible,” 
he said. 

But the international aid 
group Doctors Without 
Borders complained that 
U.S. controllers have turned 
away a planeload of medical 
equipment three times since 
Sunday despite assurances it 
could land. 

“We have had five patients 
in Martissant health center 
die for lack of the medical 
supplies that this plane was 
carrying,” said Loris de 
Filippi, emergency coordinator 
the group’s hospital in Cite 
Soleil. 

The group said five other of its 
planes have been able to land. 
The Pentagon, meanwhile, 
said it is preparing two other 
airfields for aid flights, one 
in the Haitian town of Jacmel 
and another in the Dominican 
Republic. 

Meanwhile, rescuers continued 
finding survivors. 

A Mexican rescue team 
created after that nation’s 
1985 earthquake rescued an 
elderly Haitan woman who 
had survived a week buried 
in the ruins of the residence 


of Haiti’s Roman Catholic 
archbishop, who died. 

Other teams pulled two Haitian 
women from a collapsed 
university building as one of 
the victim’s sisters shouted 
praises to God. 

In the city’s Bourdon area, 
French, Dominican and 
Panamanian rescuers using 
high-tech detection equipment 
said they heard heartbeats 
underneath the rubble of a 
bank building. The husband 
of a missing woman watched 
from a crowd of onlookers. 
“I’m going to be here until I 
find my wife; I’ll keep it up 
until I find her, dead or alive,” 
said Witchar Longfosse. 

In New York, the U.N.’s 
most powerful body voted 
unanimously to bolster the 
international peacekeeping 
corps already in Haiti. 

U.N. peacekeeping chief 
Alain Le Roy said the extra 
soldiers are essential to protect 
humanitarian convoys and 
as a reserve force if security 
deteriorates further. 

The Pentagon announced that 
the 22nd Marine Expeditionary 
Unit from Camp Lejeune, 
NorthCarolina,hadestablished 
a beachhead west of Port-au- 
Prince and it expected 800 
of the 2,200 Marines in the 
unit to move ashore Tuesday. 
U.S. troop strength is rising 
to about 11,000, part onshore 
and part on ship. 

Canada also has about 2,000 
soldiers, sailors and air crew, 


including two warships, 
deploying to the towns of 
Jacmel andLeogane, southwest 
of the capital, and Foreign 
Affairs Minister Lawrence 
Cannon said Canada is ready 
to send more. 

Italy, Spain and Venezuela say 
they, too, are sending naval 
ships to help. 

U.S. Defense Secretary Robert 
Gates said Monday the U.S. 
troops plan to leave policing 
to the United Nations force, 
though he said they can defend 
themselves and innocent 
Haitians or foreigners if 
lawlessness boils over. 

Still, some quickly found 
themselves doing a little 
policing: Troops of the 82nd 
Airborne stood guard outside 
the General Hospital because 
the crowd had grown so large 
that it was hindering the work 
of doctors trying to save lives. 
Some neighborhoods are 
creating their own security 
forces, forming night brigades 
and machete-armed mobs to 
fight bandits. 

“We never count on the 
government here, never,” said 
29-year-old Tatony Vieux in a 
hillside district where people 
used cars to block access to 
their street. 

In the sprawling Cite Soleil 
slum, gangsters are reassuming 
control after escaping from 
the city’s notorious main 
penitentiary and police urge 
citizens to take justice into 
their own hands. □ 
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Egypt announces And of ancient cat goddess temple

CAIRO (AP) 
Archaeologists have 

unearthed a 2,000-year-old 
temple that may have been 
dedicated to the ancient 
Egyptian cat goddess, Bastet, 
the Supreme Council of 
Antiquities said Tuesday. 

The ruins of the Ptolemaic- 
era temple were discovered 
by Egyptian archaeologists in 
the heart of the Mediterranean 
port city of Alexandria, 
founded by Alexander the 
Great in the 4th century B.C. 
The city was the seat of the 
Greek-speaking Ptolemaic 
Dynasty, which ruled over 
Egypt for 300 years until the 
suicide of Queen Cleopatra. 
The statement said the temple 
was thought to belong to 
Queen Berenice, wife of King 
Ptolemy III who ruled Egypt 
in the 3rd century B.C. 
Mohammed Abdel- 

Maqsood, the Egyptian 
archaeologist who led the 


excavation team, said the 
discovery may be the first 
trace of the long-sought 
location of Alexandria’s 
royal quarter. 

The large number of statues 
depicting Bastet found in the 
ruins, he said, suggested that 
thismaybethefirstPtolemaic- 
era temple dedicated to the 
cat goddess to be discovered 
in Alexandria. This would 
indicate that the worship of 
the ancient Egyptian cat- 
goddess continued during 
the later, Greek-influenced, 
Ptolemaic period, he said. 
Statues of other ancient 
Egyptian deities were also 
found in the ruins, he added. 
Zahi Hawass, Egypt’s chief 
archaeologist, said the 
temple may have been used 
in later times as a quarry 
as evidenced by the large 
number of missing stone 
blocks. Modem Alexandria 
was built squarely on top of 
the mins of the classical-era 
city and many of its great

BOSTON - Robert B. 
Parker, the blunt and 
beloved crime novelist 
who helped revive and 
modernize the hard-boiled 
genre and branded a tough 
guy of his own through his 
“Spenser” series, has died. 
He was 77. 

The cause of death was 
unclear. An ambulance 
was sent to Parker’s home 
in Cambridge on Monday 
morning after reports of a 
sudden death, said Alexa 
Manocchio, spokeswoman 
for the Cambridge police 
department. 

Parker’s longtime agent, 
Helen Brant, said that the 
author’s widow, Joan, 
called her Monday right 
after finding him dead at his 
desk. 


“They had had breakfast 
together Monday, and he 
was perfectly fine,” Brant 
said. “She went out to do 
her running and when she 
came back about an hour 
later, he was dead. We 
were in a complete state of 
shock and still cannot quite 
believe it.” 

Prolific to the end, Parker 
wrote more than 50 novels, 
including 37 featuring 
Boston private eye Spenser. 
The character’s first name 
was a mystery, with his last 
name emphatically spelled 
with an “s” in the middle, 
not a “c.” 

The character was the basis 
for the 1980s TV series 
“Spenser: For Hire,’’starring 
Robert Urich. Parker later 
said the only thing he liked 
about the program was the 
residual checks. 


Parker admired Raymond 
Chandler and other classic 
crime writers and helped 
bring back their cool, 
clipped style in the first 
“Spenser” novel, “The 
Godwulf Manuscript,” 
from 1973. Within a few 
years, with “Looking for 
Rachel Wallace” and “Early 
Autumn,” he was acclaimed 
as a master in his own 
right. 

“Hard-boiled detective 
fiction was essentially 
dead in the early ‘70s. It 
was considered almost a 
museum thing,” said Ace 
Atkins, author of “Devil’s 
Garden,” “Wicked City” 
and several other novels. 
“When Parker brought out 
Spenser, it reinvigorated the 
genre. ... I wouldn’t have 
a job now without Robert 
Parker.” 

Robert Crais, known for his 
Elvis Cole/Joe Pike novels, 
said Parker “opened the 
doors for everyone who 
came after.” 

“For a long time, the 
American detective genre 
was defined by the big 
three: Dashiell Hammett, 
Raymond Chandler and 
Ross Macdonald. I would 
say Robert Parker is the 
fourth,” Crais said. 

Parker also was known for 
his Sunny Randall and Jesse 
Stone series. 

His other books included a 
novel inspired by the life of 
Jackie Robinson, “Double 
Play”; the Westerns 
“Appaloosa,” “Resolution” 
and “Brimstone”; and 
“Perchance to Dream,” a 
sequel to Chandler’s “The 
Big Sleep.” 

Parker won two Edgar 
Awards from the Mystery 
Writers of America and a 
Grand Master Edgar in 2002 
for lifetime achievement. 
A new Jesse Stone novel, 
“Split Image,” is scheduled 
to come out next month, 
and several other books, 
including some Spenser 
novels, are “in the pipeline,” 
according to Chris Pepe, 
his editor at G.P. Putnam’s 
Sons, an imprint of Penguin 


Group. 

In a 1996 interview with 
The Associated Press, 
Parker noted several 
similarities between himself 
and Spenser. They both 
appreciated good food; 
Spenser dined at some of 
Parker’sfavoriterestaurants. 
Both liked baseball and 
jazz. Both were veterans of 
the Korean War. Both could 
throw a punch — or least 
had the desire. 

“He does a great many 
things I don’t believe,” 
Parker said. “I don’t know 
if he’s more violent that I 
am. But he’s more willing to 
enact it than I am. Let’s just 
say we’re not dissimilar.” 

A native of Springfield, 
Mass., Parker studied as 
an undergraduate at Colby 
College and received a 
Ph.D. in English from 
Boston University, where 
his dissertation was on 
Hammett and Chandler, 
whom he made no secret of 
imitating. He was teaching 


at Northeastern University 
when he created Spenser, 
observing later that he was 
inspired in part because 
Chandler was dead and he 
missed his famous detective, 
Philip Marlowe. 

Admirers credit Parker 
with not only honoring the 
hard-boiled style, but also 
with updating it. Unlike 
Marlowe and other classic 
characters, Spenser was not 
a confirmed loner, but in a 
solid relationship. Parker’s 
stories also included blacks, 
Latinos and gays. 

“He opened the door to 
women as readers of hard- 
boiled detective fiction,” 
Crais said. “He set the 
stage and made a ready¬ 
made audience for authors 
like Sue Grafton and Sara 
Paretsky.” 

Brant, Parker’s agent, said 
that a private ceremony will 
take place this week, and 
that a public memorial is 
planned for mid-February 
in Boston. □

Bernanke asks GAO to review 
Fed role in AIG rescue

WASHINGTON - Federal Reserve Chairman Ben Bernanke 
took the unusual step Tuesday of asking Congress’ investigative 
arm to conduct a “full review” of the Fed’s role in bailing out 
insurance giant American International Group. 

The Fed chief’s move is aimed at defusing criticism of the 
government’s $182 billion rescue. The bailout sparked public 
outrage and demands in Congress for more information, 
especially after it was revealed that millions in bonuses would 
go to employees in the AIG division that was most responsible 
for the company’s need for a bailout. 

The House Committee on Oversight and Government Reform 
has a probe under way that seeks to provide a fuller picture of 
the AIG bailout. Those lawmakers are especially interested in 
details involving AIG’s payments to Goldman Sachs and other 
Wall Street firms that did business with AIG. Some lawmakers 
wonder why the firms were fully paid and why concessions 
weren’t demanded. 

“To provide a comprehensive response to questions that have 
been raised by members of Congress, the Federal Reserve 
would welcome a full review by GAO of all aspects of our 
involvement” in the AIG bailout,” Bernanke wrote in a letter 
to the Government Accountability Office, the investigative arm 
of Congress. 

Bernanke said the Fed already has provided information to 
Congress on the AIG rescue, has made “a large amount” of 
information available to the public and provided information to 
other oversight bodies such as the Special Inspector General for 
the Trouble Asset Relief Program. 

Congress passed a law last year giving the GAO authority to 
review Fed documents in the AIG bailout. □

Energy efficiency can mean lower taxes

WASHINGTON - Making energy efficient 
improvements to your home will do more 
than reduce your energy costs — they’ll also 
reduce your tax bill. The tax credit for energy- 
efficient windows or doors, air conditioners or 
furnaces, or other energy-saving improvements 
disappeared in 2008, but returned for 2009 and 
2010 — at an even higher value. This is one 
case where procrastination paid off. Under 
the American Recovery and Reinvestment 
Act of 2009, homeowners who made the 
improvements are eligible for a credit equal to 
30 percent of the cost, up to a maximum credit 
of $1,500. 

To get the maximum credit, a taxpayer would 
have to pay $5,000 on energy efficiency 
improvements. The previous maximum had 
been $500. The good news for homeowners is 
that they can claim the new credit even if they 
had taken the old one. 

“You get a clean start with this one,” said Mark 
Luscombe, principal analyst for CCH’s tax and 
accounting group. To qualify, the improvements 


must have been made during 2009 — or 2010 
if you’re going to claim them the following 
year. There is no income limit for the credit, 
and limits on individual items are gone. That 
means, for example, you can claim the full 
credit for windows, Luscombe said. 

But there’s a catch. “Homeowners should be 
aware that the standards in the new law are 
higher than the standards for the credit that 
was available in 2007,” the Internal Revenue 
Service said. The IRS cautioned that not all 
products that carry the Energy Department’s 
Energy Star label qualify. 

So how do you know if the furnace or hot water 
heater you purchased is eligible? 

It’s up to the manufacturer to certify that the 
product qualifies. The IRS recommends that 
taxpayers keep a copy of the certification 
statement. 

Homeowners who choose alternative energy 
could be in for a bigger tax credit. 

There’s a 30 percent tax credit with no 
maximum for homeowners who install solar 
water heaters, geothermal heat pumps or small 
wind turbines. □ 

























NFL 53 non-seniors apply for draft

NEW YORK - The 
expected heavy influx of 
non-seniors applying for 
this year’s NFL draft did 
not happen despite looming 
labor unrest in the league. 

Although a record-tying 53 
players declared for early 
entry, that number released 
Tuesday by the NFL was 
short of most projections. 

“I think that the colleges 
have really done a good job 
of telling these young men 
how it is to their advantage 
to stay in school,” said NFL 
draft consultant Gil Brandt, 
who helped build the Dallas 
Cowboys in the 1960s, ‘70s 
and ‘80s. 

“I thought there would be 
more and I was surprised.”

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IlConn coach Calhoun 
taking medical leave

HARTFORD, Conn. - Connecticut men’s basketball coach 
Jim Calhoun took a leave of absence Tuesday to deal with 
undisclosed medical issues. 

The school did not give additional details on the 67-year-old 
Hall of Fame coach’s condition. He had his prostate cancer in 
2003 and skin cancer twice, most recently in 2008. 

Dr. Peter Schulman, Calhoun’s primary-care physician, said in a 
statement he advised Calhoun to take time off “to address some 
temporary medical issues, none of which involve any previous 
medical conditions that he has dealt with.” 

Associate head coach George Blaney will run the Huskies (11- 
6) in Calhoun’s absence.

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“Our primary concern is coach Calhoun’s health and his 
complete recovery,” UConn athletic director Jeff Hathaway 
said. “We will do everything possible to support Coach during 
this time. 

Calhoun has won two national championships at Connecticut. 
He led the Huskies to the Final Four last season, but missed 
the Huskies’ first NCAA tournament game in March after being 
hospitalized for dehydration. 

Last June, he was hospitalized after breaking several ribs during 
a charity bike ride. 


Calhoun was inducted into the Basketball Hall of Fame in 2005 
and has a career record of 816-348. 

Several other off-the-court issues had prompted questions 
about Calhoun’s future, including an investigation into 
UConn’s recruitment of former player Nate Miles. Calhoun has 
acknowledged that he or his staff may have made mistakes in 
recruiting Miles. 

Last month, Calhoun said a new multiyear contract with the 
school was “just on the horizon.” He is making $1.6 million in 
the final year of a six-year deal.Q 


At least 30 
Haiti FF 
members 
died in quake

SANTO DOMINGO, 

Dominican Republic (AP) 
— At least 30 members of the 
Haitian Football Federation 
died in last week’s earthquake, 
Caribbean football officials 
said on Tuesday. 

In a report to world governing 
body FIFA, the Caribbean 
Football Union said the dead 
included players, referees, 
coaches, and administration 
and medical officials. Officials 
were holding a meeting at 
federation headquarters when it 
collapsed. 

The report said federation 
president Yves Jean Bart 
survived the quake. 

Horace Burrell of Jamaica, vice 
president of the CFU, visited 
Haiti over the weekend. He said 
Bart told him that at least 30 
federation members had died, 
and 20 more were still buried in 
the rubble or unaccounted for. 

It was not clear how many 
players were in the building 
when it collapsed. 

“Words cannot describe what 
I have seen in Haiti. It is 
heartbreaking,” Burrell said in 
his report to FIFA vice president 
Jack Warner, who also heads 
CONCACAF. 

Burrell said he met Bart at the 
airport. 

“His injuries and bandages 
remain stark reminders of 
his narrow escape from the 
crumbling building,” Burrell 
said. 

Warner said FIFA would donate 
$250,000 to relief efforts, FIFA 
vice president Chung Moon- 
jung was personally donating 
$500,000, and Warner said he 
would contribute $100,000. 
Luis Mejia, the president 
of the Dominican Olympic 
committee, said he was told by 
his Haitian counterpart, Jean 
Edward Baker, that at least 
seven Haitian Olympic athletes 
died in the quake.Q

He does so much for this city 
and I think he has an owner 
(Dan Gilbert) that tries to 
do everything he can. When 
you have an owner who is 
trying to do the best he can 
do and a player, it’s a terrific 
set of circumstances. But the 
business is the business.”

Lincecum’s case is an 
interesting test because few 
players have entered salary 
arbitration with credentials 
similar to his.

Jim Brown wants LeBron

He 
was dismissed after the 1999 
season, and Cowboys owner 
Jerry Jones has acknowledged 
his mistake in firing Gailey. 
The 58-year-old Gailey 
acknowledged he didn’t know 
if he’d get another opportunity 
to be a head coach again. 

“If you sit there and say you 
lose confidence in yourself, 
no you don’t. But then you 
see opportunities go by. And 
you hope that your body of 
work will speak for itself,” 
Gailey said. 

He has been out of American 
football since he was removed 
as the Kansas City Chiefs’ 
offensive coordinator in 
August, two weeks before the 


season opener. He was entering 
his second season with Kansas 
City after a six-year period as 
Georgia Tech’s coach, during 
which he went 44-33 before 
being fired in 2007. 

With Buffalo, Gailey’s top 
priority will be sparking an 
offense that has finished 25th 
or worst in yards gained in each 
of the past seven seasons.

Six All-Americans did apply for the draft: defensive backs Eric 
Berry of Tennessee and Joe Haden of Florida; defensive end 
Derrick Morgan of Georgia Tech; tight end Aaron Hernandez 
of Florida; linebacker Rolando McClain of Alabama; and wide 
receiver Golden Tate of Notre Dame. 

Oklahoma quarterback Sam Bradford, the 2008 Heisman Trophy 
winner, also declared for April’s draft, along with Mississippi 
quarterback Jevan Snead; Notre Dame quarterback Jimmy 
Clausen; Southern California running back Joe McKnight; Cal 
running back Jahvid Best; Florida defensive end Carlos Dunlap; 
and Penn State linebacker Navorro Bowman. 

Fresno State tailback Ryan Mathews, the nation’s leading rusher, 
applied. So did tackles Bryan Bulaga of Iowa and Anthony 
Davis of Rutgers, who are projected to go high in the draft.

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Federer leaves Rod Laver Arena in a better place

MELBOURNE, Australia 
(AP) — The last time Roger 
Federer played at Rod Laver 
Arena, he left in tears after 
losing the Australian Open 
final to Rafael Nadal a year 
ago. There were no such 
waterworks on Tuesday, just 
a few tense moments for the 
Swiss star seeking his 16th 
Grand Slam title in a 4-6, 6- 
2, 7-6 (2), 6-0 first-round win 
over Igor Andreev of Russia. 
Federer lost the first set after 
leading by a break, then 
saved three set points in the 
12th game of third set before 
winning the tiebreaker and 
totally dominating the fourth 
set. 

It was a far cry from last year, 
when, with Rod Laver himself 
about to present the trophy, 
Federer shed tears after having 
missed his first chance to 
equal Pete Sampras’ 14 Grand 
Slam titles — a feat he later 
achieved and then surpassed 
with wins at the French Open 
and Wimbledon. 

“It’s killing me .... maybe I’ll 
try later,” Federer said last 
January when he was not able 
to speak initially at the trophy 
presentations. 

On Tuesday, Federer was 
all smiles at the courtside 
television interview with 
two-time Australian 

Open champion and now 
commentator Jim Courier, 
who reminded Federer that 
he had not lost a set in the 
first round of a major in more 
than six years — not since the 
2003 French Open, the event 
before he won Wimbledon for 
his first Grand Slam title. 

“I did know it was going to be 
tough, we played five sets in 
New York two years back and 
I really had to adjust my game 
to beat him,” Federer said of 
Andreev. “I think I definitely 
got lucky to get out of that 
one. It was a fortunate third set 
today. I prefer easier matches, 
but this worked as well.” 
Top-ranked Serena Williams, 
the defending women’s 
champion, had an easy first- 
rounder, beating Urszula 
Radwanska of Poland 6-2, 
6-1. Her sister, sixth-seeded 
Venus, also advanced easily,

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beating Lucie Safarova of the 
Czech Republic 6-2, 6-2. 
Third-seeded Novak Djokovic 
beat Daniel Gimeno-Traver of 
Spain 7-5, 6-3, 6-2 in a night 
match. Djokovic won his 
first and only Grand Slam at 
the 2008 Australian Open, 
losing only one set during 
the two-week tournament 
and beat Roger Federer in the 
semifinals. 

Hometown favorite Lleyton 
Hewitt, still trying to win his 
first Australian Open after 
losing in the 2005 final to 
Marat Safin, opened with a 6- 
1, 6-2, 6-3 win over qualifier 
Ricardo Hocevar of Brazil. 
Serena Williams’ record in 
the first round of the Slams 
is even more impressive than 
Federer’s — she has never 
lost an opener. 

“I was a little nervous today 
because that’s always on the 
back of my mind,” Williams 
said. “Records are meant to 
be broken. This one means 
a lot to me ... just to have an 
opportunity to have not lost yet 
in the first round of a Grand 
Slam — knock on wood — is 
really good for me.” 

Williams’ demeanor was also 
far different than her last 
Grand Slam appearance at last 
year’s U.S Open. There, an 
outburst against a line judge 
who called her for a foot fault 
cost Williams the match, a 


record fine of $82,500 and a 
suspended ban which means 
she’ll miss a U.S. Open if she 
has another such outburst at 
any Grand Slam event in the 
next two years. 

“I always said what I did 
wasn’t right ... I don’t know 
whoever got fined like that. 
People said worse, done 
worse. I just thought it was a 
bit much.” 

The 28-year-old American 
hurt her left knee at the Sydney 
International last Friday night 
and later said she has been 
bothered by a foot problem. 
She played with her right thigh 
heavily wrapped with a white 
bandage Tuesday, but said it 
was more for a precaution. 
Williams’ win in 73 minutes 
contrasted to what the WTA 
Tour said was a record for 
the longest women’s match 
at a major in the Open era. 
Barbora Zahlavova Strycova 
of the Czech Republic needed 
4 hours, 19 minutes to beat 
Russia’s Regina Kulikova 7-6 
(5), 6-7 (10), 6-3. 

Elsewhere, No. 8 Jelena 
Jankovic, No. 11 Marion 
Bartoli, No. 13 Sam Stosur 
and No. 19 Nadia Petrova 
advanced along with No. 26 
Aravane Rezai, who beat 
India’s Sania Mirza 6-4, 6-2. 
No. 18 Virginie Razzano lost 
6-2, 6-3 to Russia’s Ekaterina 
Makarova and American Vania 


King ousted No. 23 Dominika 
Cibulkova of Slovakia 6-3, 6- 
7 (5), 7-5. 

Melanie Oudin, the 18-year- 
old American who made a 
surprising run to last year’s 
U.S. Open quarterfinals, also 
went out in the first round, 
beaten 2-6, 7-5, 7-5 by Alla 
Kudryavtseva of Russia. 
Oudin has won just one WTA 
Tour match since the U.S. 
Open. 

Back on the men’s side, sixth- 
seeded Nikolay Davydenko, 
No. 9 Fernando Verdasco 
— who lost an epic five-set 
semifinal to Nadal here last 
year — No. 10 Jo-Wilfried 


Tsonga, No. 12 Gael Monfils 
of France, No. 19 Stanislas 
Wawrinka of Switzerland and 
No. 21 Tomas Berdych of the 
Czech Republic all advanced. 
Americans James Blake and 
John Isner reached the second 
round, but No. 25 Sam Querrey 
lost to German veteran Rainer 
Schuettler. Blake had a 7-5, 
7-5, 6-2 win over Frenchman 
Arnaud Clement, while Isner 
held off Andreas Seppi of

GRIM, frightening and 
heartbreaking. These are 
but a few, yet choice words 
from Captain Horace Burrell 
depicting the tale of woe 
affecting earthquake-ravaged 
Haiti. 

The Jamaica Football 
Federation (JFF) president 
- reacting to a request by the 
Caribbean Football Union 
(CFU), CONCACAF and by 
extension FIFA, the global 
football hierarchy - visited the 
French-speaking Caribbean 
territory on a fact-finding 
mission on Sunday. 

It wasn’t pretty. 

Burrell said Haiti Football 
Federation president, Jean 
Bart, confirmed that 30 
members of the federation 
were dead. Twenty of them 
were crushed when its 
once-three-storey building 
crumbled in the deadly 7.0 
quake that unearthed near 5 
p.m. last Tuesday. 

It is reported that a number 
of players and other officials 
had either died or remained 
unaccoun-ted for.

“The situation down there is grim, it’s 
frightening and it is going to take a very long 
time to turn things around,” Captain Burrell 
told The Gleaner on his return to the island 
yesterday. “They will need the help of not only 
the Caribbean, but the entire world, to help 
them rebuild. 

“You have hundreds of thousands of people 
milling around aimlessly, not knowing what to 
do, not knowing where the next meal is coming 
from, or where they are going to get any water; 
all of whom appear hopeless and very sad.” 

He added: “All around, there were people with 
wounds. Hundreds of thousands are currently 
on the streetside with nowhere to go.” 

Burrell, a vice-president of the CFU, a 
CONCACAF executive and a FIFA disciplinary 
committee official, submitted a report to the 


CFU and CONCACAF president Jack Warner, 
who is also a FIFA vice-president. It was 
forwarded to FIFA. 

Emptiness in the land 

“Words cannot describe what I have seen 
in Haiti,” Burrell stated in the report. “It is 
heartbreaking. There is an emptiness in this 
land which must be filled soon. The island has 
been engulfed by a sense of hopelessness and 
despair. We cannot ignore this problem. 

“If my report to President Warner can in any 
way shed some light on what is happening 
here, if it can encourage even one person to act, 
then I would have succeeded in my mission,” 
he added. 

Warner donated US$ 100,000 to the relief cause. 
FIFA donated US$250,000 and another of its 
vice-presidents, Chung Moon-Jung, pledged 
US$500,000.□

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Rotary helps bring ‘homes in a box’ to Haitians

It looks like a large Rubbermaid 
container. But it’s really a 
portable home. 

And with funds raised by 
Rotary clubs around Greater 
Victoria and donations across 
the country, 300 “shelter 
boxes” have landed in 
earthquake-ravaged Haiti. 

As well, three volunteers with 
Shelterbox, a British Rotary- 
driven initiative, flew into the 
Haitian capital Port-Au-Prince 
shortly after the magnitude 
7.0 earthquake struck the 
Caribbean country. 

“We have 3,300 boxes 
either in Haiti or about to be 
delivered,” said Don Ohlgren, 
Shelterbox Canada’s Victoria- 
based executive director. 
Boxes were stockpiled in 
Curacao, which allowed them 


to be airlifted quickly. 

A 10-person tent, a multi-fuel 
stove, pans, utensils, bowls 
and mugs, water container 
purification tablets, and a 
basic tool kit are just some of 
the items in each box, enough 
to help keep a family alive. 
Assembled in England at the 
organization’s Cornwall head 
office, each box costs about 
$ 1 , 000 . 

A second volunteer team is 
waiting in Florida with more 
boxes. 

Two volunteers from 
Vancouver Island will head 
to Haiti some time in the 
next two weeks to help with 
distribution, Ohlgren said. 

Oak Bay Rotary has supported 
Shelterbox Canada for five 
years, since the 2004 Indian 
Ocean tsunami, club president 
Victoria Pitt said. 


“Shelterbox is just about 
the best way that exists of 
supporting people in a disaster 
area,” she added. 

Later this month Oak Bay 
Rotary will host a whiskey¬ 
tasting event at Oak Bay 
Recreation Centre, with 
proceeds likely going toward 
Haiti relief efforts, Pitt said. 
Virgin Airlines is delivering 
boxes twice a day for free to 
Miami, from where they will 
be shipped to Haiti, Ohlgren 
said. 

“Any space they have they’re 
putting boxes in,” he said, 
adding that France’s air force 
has also offered to deliver a 
load. “The French Red Cross 
is also offering to put some on 
their flights for us.” 

Normally Shelterbox can’t 
guarantee which global crisis 
the boxes will end up at, but

Mission To Haiti Brings Relief & A Surprise 



On board a relief flight to 
Haiti, CBS4’s Gio Benitez 
got a glimpse of people who 
aren’t worried about comfort. 
They’re not worried about first 
class seats. They are doctors, 
nurses and humanitarians 
transporting what Haitians 
desperately need. 

“We can’t stay in America and 
just watch TV. We have to get 
out and look for help, look for 
the people and help them,” 
said Dr. Christian Sanon of 
Operation Rome Haiti. 

They were transporting 30,000 
doses of antibiotics, and 
bringing along doctors and 
surgeons from all across the 
country. Most of them don’t 
know how or when they’ll get 
back home. 

CBS4’s Gio Benitez asked 
one of the lead doctors, Dr. 
Mona Pervil-Ulysse, if she 


was prepared to see Haiti after 
the earthquake. 
“Emotionally, 
psychologically, no,” she 
answered. “You cannot be 
prepared for this.” 

Dr. Pervil-Ulysse usually 
spends her vacation time in 
Haiti helping the needy. 

“We do this because we feel 
we have to start somewhere. If 
we start small, we’ll be able to 
attract more people to do the 
same kind of work,” said Dr. 
Pervil-Ulysse. 

The airport at Port-au-Prince 
resembles a military base in 
a warzone. It even includes 
the U.S. Embassy which is 
working out of a modest tent 
on the tarmac. 

Many earthquake victims 
simply can’t find good 
medical care and that’s why 
supplies brought on the flight 


by The Homeless Voice are 
desperately needed in Haiti. 
Benitez met one man on the 
tarmac who owns an airline. 
He was directing traffic on 
the tarmac because he’s 
determined to keep helping 
the people of Haiti. 

“Sir, when you see thousands 
passing away, with no 
assistance whatsoever and no 
hope, we need to assist them. 
Otherwise, what is humanity 
for?” he said. 

The relief flight chartered 
by The Homeless Voice was 
scheduled to return to Miami, 
but those plans changed. 

The U.S. government ordered 
the flight to take Haiti 
evacuees to the island of 
Curacao, an island just off the 
coast of Venezuela. 

When it arrived in Curacao, 
those injured on board 
immediately got medical 
attention. 

Benitez discussed the situation 
with the country’s Prime 
Minister, Emily de Jongh- 
Elhage. 

“This is unbelievable. This is 
tough for all of us. We have a 
lot of people here and we’re 
missing them and we don’t 
know where they are, so we 
didn’t know who was coming 
back,” the Prime Minister told 
Benitez. 

“You can’t lose hope,” she 
said.Q 


Ship returns to Curacao 

MMA ship misses out 
on mission to Haiti

DP, PPA support doDarisation, Duucan says stick to agroomont 


PHILIPSBURG-- 
Dollarisation is the way to go 
for country St. Maarten despite 
the agreement that exists 
for the formation of a joint 
central bank with Curasao 
with the option to possible 
have a currency pegged to 
the US dollar, according 
to Democratic Party (DP) 
leader Sarah Wescot-Williams 
and People’s Progressive 
Alliance (PPA) leader Gracita 
Arrindell. 

Dollarisation is the best option 
for the island, as the US dollar 
is already widely used, because 
it will become the currency 
for the Dutch public entities 
Bonaire, St. Eustatius and 
Saba (the BES islands), and 
because of the strong push for 
the dollar in Curasao recently, 
the two political leaders told 
University of St. Martin 
(USM) students and other 
gathered Monday evening for 
the second political debate of 
the January 22 parliamentary 
election campaign. 
Constitutional Affairs 
Minister Roland Duncan, who 
was deputising for National 
Alliance (NA) leader William 
Marlin, disagreed. He pointed 
out that St. Maarten had an 
agreement in Curasao for the 
formation of a joint central 
bank and this was enshrined 
in the Final Statement 
of November 2006. “An 
agreement made should be an 
agreement kept.” 

Talks about the establishment 
of a joint central bank with 
Curasao are still ongoing, 
although Antillean Central 
Bank Chairman Emsley 
Tromp came out last year in 
favour of the dollar. This is a 
change from his previous view 
in favour of a currency for 
the new countries within the 
kingdom. Prominent banker 
Lio Capriles has also backed 
this option. 

The push for the dollar only 
takes Curasao’s economy 
into account, not that of St. 
Maarten where the euro and 
the Eastern Caribbean dollar 
also play a role, Duncan said. 
“Our trade is mainly with the 
Eastern Caribbean. The dollar 
would make it harder for us 
to trade with them instead of 
making it easier,” he said. 

St. Maarten generates some 
NAf. 38 million annually in 


fees paid by businesses and 
others for seignorage, an 
amount that would disappear 
in case of dollarisation, 
Duncan said. “This is an 
amount St. Maarten can ill 
afford to lose.” 

Wescot-Williams motivated 
her choice for the dollar. 
She said the Island Council 
had adopted three possible 
directions for a currency, 
one of which was using the 
dollar, and given the recent 
developments the scale 
seemed to be tipping in this 
direction. 

Arrindell said her support for 
dollarisation came from almost 
10 years of government toying 
with the idea of a St. Maarten 
currency, dollarisation or a 
joint currency with another 
group. 

Businesspeople are on edge, 
she said because of an absence 
of information on the way 
forward. Using the dollar 
means the currency is already 
printed and agreements will 
have to be made with the 
United States government for 
use of the currency. “Using the 
dollar is practical,” Arrindell 
said. 

Same-sex marriage 

Asked for a view on same-sex 
marriage/civil unions, Wescot- 
Williams said the pulse of the 
population needed to be taken 
when deciding on whether 
to legalise this. She said the 
constitution for country St. 
Maarten gave the possibility 
for referenda on various 
issues. “Change is effected by 
the people.” 

Arrindell also said the people 
would have to decide which 
direction they would like to 
go with this matter. She added 
that, unlike BES islands 
where the law allowing civil 
unions/same-sex marriage 
in the Netherlands would 
become applicable, country 
St. Maarten would be able to 
decide on its own path. 
Duncan said there was nothing 
wrong with two humans 
making a contract on social, 
financial and other grounds. 
Once the door opens for 
same-sex marriages, can we 
stop there, he asked, and what 
about the billions of people 
who practice polygamy? 

He said St. Maarteners were 
citizens of the European 


Union and the EU social 
charter specifically stated that 
marriage is between a man 
and a woman. 

Wescot-Williams, Arrindell 
and Duncan also fielded 
questions about their 
parties’ views on integrity in 
government, plans for the first 
years of country St. Maarten, 
tackling truancy and the role 
of USM in the development of 
the new country, among other 
topics.

Martin meets 
with Red Gross 
about new senior 
apartments 

PHILIPSBURG-- 
Commissioner in charge of 
Public Housing William Marlin 
recently met with the local 
Red Cross chapter and St. 
Maarten Housing Development 
Foundation (SMHDF) to 
discuss the construction of new 
apartments for senior citizens 
in Belvedere. 

Marlin explained on Monday 
that the new apartments would 
be annexed to the existing senior 
apartments in Belvedere. He 
said Red Cross would finance 
the construction of some 16 
new dwellings and government 
will make the land available in 
the next few weeks. 

The commissioner contended 
that there was need for these 
apartments and he urged 
SMHDF to focus its attention 
on spreading out the homes 
for seniors into the various 
districts. “We should not 
concentrate all of our seniors 
in one area,” he said. “We have 
to stimulate the construction of 
affordable senior apartments in 
all districts. If someone lived 
in Cole Bay all of his/her life, 
is now retired and is having 
trouble making rent in Cole Bay, 
it’s not ideal to up and move 
that person to Belvedere.” He 
continued: “So the concept of a 
private person developing land 
and constructing dwellings can 
also apply to Red Cross, if it has 
the financing and government 
makes the land available, so 
[creating] a partnership. If 
government has a few lots of 
land available in any given area 
and hasn’t made use of it, this 
is the kind of land that could be 
allotted to such projects in the 
districts,” he concluded. □ 


pattern of the Arts and Video 
Studio (AVS) Live Debate 
with the three political leaders 
on Sunday evening. The 
debate flowed, based on the 
issues raised, more like one 
for an Island Council election 
than for the last parliament of 
the Netherlands Antilles. 

USM President Josianne 
Fleming-Artsen said the 
island had come a long way 
since the referendum in 2000 
that had started the process for 
country status.
